MESSAGE FROM THE PRESIDENT 


When I was growing up in New York, we used to say that if 
you stood long enough in Times Square the entire world 
would pass in front of you. Ever since I came to GW I have 
felt the same way about our University. Stand in the 
University Yard or outside the Gelman Library, the Smith 
Center or Funger Hall for a few minutes, and it becomes 
increasingly clear that this is no ordinary American universi- 
ty. Our faces, our languages, and even the many different 
kinds of clothes we wear give us away. We are a community 
of well-traveled individuals from far and wide, an interna- 
tional university with unrivaled reach and influence around 
the globe, with students representing 132 countries and 
every race and color on the face of the earth. 

Of course, it has not always been so. In the decade when 
GW was founded - that of the 1820s - President Monroe 
and his administration were just beginning to look outward 
at the world beyond this country’s borders. Throughout the 
ensuing years, as people and, ultimately, technology reduced 
the world to its current “global village” size, this institution 
has kept pace. While a tradition continues that began in the 
early years - educating students for service in all branches, 
departments, agencies, archives and museums of the federal 
government, as well as a host of other organizations that 
also form part of the Greater Washington “scene”- another, 
newer mission has waxed ever more important in the 
University’s curricular portfolio. An earlier age would have 
been content to sum it up as “international affairs” and to 
think of it solely as a concern chiefly of the Elliott School of 
International Affairs. Today it would be more accurate to 
say that the Elliott School - offering four undergraduate 
majors and six graduate programs as well as four special 
institutes for international studies - is the spearhead of a 
concern that pervades the functioning of the entire George 
Washington University.

GW’s international character and prominence have been 
underscored in this past year of momentous global change. 
In a rapid succession of events that turned television news 
into a national pastime, we watched as a United Nations- 
sanctioned war, the fall of Communism and the disintegra- 
tion of the Soviet Union left our geopolitical assumptions in 
the rubble with the Berlin Wall. From a GW perspective, we 
were perhaps more transfixed than others. With more than 
110,000 alumni worldwide and faculty in key positions to 
influence and analyze policy - and with large numbers of 
students and faculty from the countries in the news, our 
connections to these historic events have been direct and 
heartfelt. The Persian Gulf War is a case in point. 

GW Goes to War 

GW played an important and active role in the Gulf War, 
and not only through the numerous alumni and staff who 
were called to military duty and whom we salute for their 
service. It was a war, in fact, that was directed in large part 
by a GW alumnus, Gen. Colin Powell (MBA, 1971), who 
developed and implemented U.S. and coalition strategy as 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. And it was a war that 
sent another GW alumnus, Edward W. Gnehm, Jr. (BA, 

1966; MA, 1968), to Kuwait at the war’s conclusion to raise 
the stars and stripes over the U.S. embassy as our new 
ambassador to the newly liberated country. 

It also was a war that called on the expertise and analysis of 
numerous GW faculty members. Dubbed “rolodex comman- 
dos” by reporters, GW experts achieved their own version of 
air superiority as media commentators on the hostilities and 
their implications. They included: Professors Jerrold M. Post 
(psychology of Saddam Hussein and authoritarian leaders in 
general), Linda Grant DePauw (women in the military), 
William Lewis and Marvin Gordon (U.S. military strategy),

Abdulla Mohamed is from the small

Mohamed has completed his master's 
degree in microbiology and continues 
at GW working toward his doctorate 
in that field. 
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Ronald Spector (comparisons and contrasts between the Gulf 
War and the Vietnam War), Bernard Reich (implications of 
the war for Arab-Israeli relations), Nathan Brown and 
Christopher Joyner (the war’s meaning for U.S.-Arab rela- 
tions), Yonah Alexander (the war and international terror- 
ism) and Sheryl Spivak (effects of the war on world travel). 

All of these individuals - among many others - were looked 
to by the media and, in turn, by the world, both as clarifiers 
and commentators during a tremendously uncertain time. At 
GW, we are proud not only of their visibility and the esteem 
in which they are held, but also of the breadth of their exper- 
tise. Together they represent a clear reflection that this is a 
dynamic community tackling worthy subjects for our times. 

Nor did GW’s involvement with the war end with expert 
faculty commentary. With more than 800 students from 
Arab nations forming part of the University community - 
students from Kuwait, the other Gulf Emirates, Saudi 
Arabia, Iraq, and Jordan, as well as Egypt and the North 
African Countries - our faculty members and administrators 
worked overtime in order to assist those whose lives and 
personal finances were being disrupted by events in the Gulf. 
A major concern: That all international students, including 
those from Iraq, be treated equitably. 

The Students 

According to the Chronicle of Higher Education, the num- 
ber of foreign students attending U.S. colleges and universi- 
ties rose nearly eightfold over the last three decades to a 
record 407,500 in the 1990-91 academic year. 

The numbers at GW are as follows. In the Fall of 1990, 15 
percent of the on-campus student population at GW was 
international, up from 11.8 percent in 1989.This group has 
grown steadily in number from 1,989 in 1980 to 2,077 in

1985 to 2,378 in 1990. Altogether, on-campus and off-cam- 
pus international students - plus those in practical 
training -totaled more than 2,600 in 1990-91 and made up 
9.3 percent of undergraduates and 16.3 percent of graduate 
students. 

Indeed, the Institute of International Education, in its annual 
survey of foreign students attending American schools of 
higher education, moved GW from 21st place (in 1989-90) 
to 18th (in 1990-91). By other measures - that take account 
of international students registered off-campus and those 
engaged in postgraduate training of various kinds - GW 
ranks 4th in the nation in the number of international stu- 
dents as a percentage of total enrollment. Today, of the 132 
countries represented among the University’s undergraduate 
and graduate students, 275 are from South Korea, 188 are 
from Japan, 163 are from Taiwan, and 112 are from China. 

Included among GW’s 1990-91 foreign students were partic- 
ipants in Prof. Thomas Buergenthal’s International Legal 
Studies Program, which offers LLM degrees to between 30 
and 40 attorneys from around the world every year. Also 
among our foreign guests in 1990-91 were more than 30 
percent of the students enrolled at the School of Business 
and Public Management, including the majority of nearly 
500 MBA candidates in the International Business 
Department. And at the School of Education and Human 
Development, more than 30 foreign scholars from 15 coun- 
tries were working toward masters’ degrees in International 
Education. 

In addition, all around the campus - from the Medical 
School to the Engineering School to Columbian College and 
the Graduate School - meaningful programs were under 
way, programs that reflect GW’s commitment to its multina- 
tional educational role. Among these programs, for example,

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was the Soviet Executive Program in the School of Business 
and Public Management. We also put other programs in 
place - for a group of young lawyers from Eastern Europe, 
for Soviet tourism industry executives, for students from 
Egypt’s Military Technical College, and for hundreds of other 
participants in GW’s more than 30 international exchange 
programs with foreign institutions of learning. 

One more case in point may be of interest: in 1991, for the 
eighth consecutive year, GW Television produced the World 
Food Day Satellite teleconference, a unique international 
development educational program that was beamed in three 
languages to sites throughout the Western Hemisphere via 
four different earth satellites. More than 400 college and 
university sites in the United States alone were among the 
teleconference participants. 

What is especially fine yet functional about GW’s interna- 
tional flavor is the extent to which our institution comes a 
lot closer than most universities to embodying some of the 
noblest academic ideals - at a time when idealistic values in 
academe have supposedly been superseded by an outlook 
compounded of cynicism and materialism. I tried to express 
this in a talk at Moscow State University in the spring of 
1991, when I observed that universities like GW, with inter- 
nationally diverse student populations, are places where stu- 
dents from around the world - potentially, even from war- 
ring nations - gather in the same classrooms to hear the 
same professors give the same lectures. They are places 
where these students have the opportunity to interact - to 
share insights, experiences and opinions about issues of the 
day. They are places, we hope, where citizens of different 
countries and cultures, including our own, come to under- 
stand and enlighten others.

What all of this represents for students attending the 
University - those from the United States as well as those 
from abroad - is a whole series of benefits that range from 
heightened sophistication and deepened global awareness to 
a “leg up” when it comes to actually starting a career in this 
very difficult, very competitive age. 

The Faculty and Alumni 

There is no better evidence of GW’s emergence as an inter- 
national university to be reckoned with than the diplomatic 
postings listed in the U.S. Department of State’s current edi- 
tion of “Key Officers of Foreign Service Posts.” Among the 
140 U.S. ambassadors listed, 10 are GW graduates. In fact, 
GW comes in third only to Harvard and Yale as a source of 
the nation’s diplomatic corps leaders - with the U.S. 
embassies in Cape Verde, China, Colombia, Kuwait, 
Portugal, Rwanda, Tanzania, Tobago and Trinidad (one 
post), Togo and Uruguay all led by Foggy Bottom alumni. 

Other GW graduates are applying the international education 
they received here in equally interesting yet varied ways. 
During the fall of 1990, for example, President Bush nominat- 
ed GW graduate General Merrill A. McPeak (MA, 1974) to 
be the new Air Force Chief of Staff, and following the war, the 
President selected Lt. General Joseph P. Hoar (MA, 1962) to 
succeed General H. Norman Schwarzkopf as Commander-in- 
Chief of U.S. Central Command at MacDill Air Force Base. 

Furthermore, a review of positions currently held by GW’s 
Elliott School alumni turns up Peace Corps volunteers, Capi- 
tol Hill staff members, journalists, and individuals with such 
fascinating titles as: Director, Mexican National Tourist 
Council; Division Chief, African and Latin American Analy- 
sis, U.S. Central Intelligence Agency; Chief, International 
Fisheries, U.S. Department of Commerce; and Analyst, Inter- 
national Division, Prudential Bache Securities, Japan.

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And just as GW’s alumni are exerting considerable influence 
on international affairs the world over, our faculty - some 
former ambassadors and policy-makers themselves - contin- 
ue to make an impact. As I have noted, the Persian Gulf War 
and developments in the former Soviet Union brought to 
everybody’s attention - including our own - the tremendous 
depth of GW’s well of international understanding and 
expertise. 

Faculty members such as Charles Elliott, James Millar, Peter 
Reddaway, Michael Sodaro, Richard Thornton, William 
Lewis, Constantine Menges and Sharon Wolchik were 
among those often called upon by the news media to help 
Americans understand the epochal happenings under way in 
Eastern Europe and the former Soviet Union. 

This campus also is home to some very distinguished figures 
who draw daily on their experiences in government to 
enhance their students’ understanding of world affairs. 

These persevering shapers of policy include: Gaston Sigur, 
former assistant Secretary of State; Edward Rowny, former 
chief negotiator on the U.S. -Soviet strategic arms reductions 
talks; Henry Nau, former National Security Council senior 
staff member; former ambassador in Africa and Southeast 
Asia Ronald Palmer; and retired Army Lt. Gen. Thomas 
Kelly, the Pentagon’s main spokesman during operations 
Desert Shield and Desert Storm. 

These are just a few, of course, of a diverse and noted faculty 
who represent GW’s ongoing scholarly connection to the 
people and the policies that shape our world. And just as 
GW’s international students provide us with direct exposure 
to other peoples and perspectives, so too do GW’s foreign 
faculty members contribute to a campus environment that is 
unrivaled in its worldly wisdom and in its links to the inter- 
national community.

A university can go to great lengths to attract the students 
and the faculty who will lend it an international cachet, but I 
would wager that they will not stay very long if the programs 
are not in place to support their intellectual pursuits. At GW 
the programs are most definitely in place, and they are 
expanding every year. In addition to an entire college devoted 
to world affairs at the Elliott School, GW is now home to 
more than 30 institutes of research and study, many of them 
concentrating on international topics. Together with our 
comprehensive exchange and Study Abroad initiatives and 
special international efforts within GW’s other divisions and 
schools, these programs are playing a critical role in making 
GW a premier international university in substance and style. 

On the Home Front 

Meanwhile, in the midst of taking part in international 
developments of historic proportions, GW continued full 
speed ahead in 1990-91 in attending to our own domestic 
needs and in asserting our leadership nationally. At a time 
when the “admissions elevator” so often seems headed 
straight down - a time when higher education institutions 
are competing ever more intensely for a diminishing number 
of high school seniors - our admissions personnel, working 
very creatively with the University’s intrinsic attractions, 
have succeeded in such impressive professional feats as: 

• Seeing to it that the Class of 1996 includes no fewer than 
120 National Merit finalists, up from 48 last year and 23 in 
the previous year. 

• Simultaneously seeing to it that average verbal SAT 
scores of GW recruits are up from 540 in 1990-91 to 555 in 
1991-92 and the math scores from 590 to 600. 

• And further seeing to it that more than two-thirds of the 
GW students recruited in 1990-91 graduated in the top 20 per- 
cent at their high schools, while nearly two-fifths graduated in 
the top 10 percent - new “highs” for the University.

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Other good news from Admissions: 

• At the GW Medical Center, applications in 1990-91 were 
up by more than 20 percent, with 4,911 students from around 
the world competing for 150 available places. 

• At the National Law Center, applications rose by 11 per- 
cent - to more than 8,000 competitors for 460 openings. 

• It was more than mere coincidence, therefore, when the 
influential “academic rankings” issue of U.S. News & World 
Report placed the Medical Center among the top ten American 
medical schools in the area of “primary care” and the National 
Law Center among the top 25 law schools in the nation. 

These indications of GW’s increasing national popularity 
were not lost on former President Reagan, who visited GW 
in March 1991 for the commemoration of the life-saving 
care he received at the GW Medical Center ten years before. 
Quick to remind us all of the opportunities available at GW, 
the former President asked students, “Where else can you 
walk out of your dormitory, look down the street and see 
the White House complex? Where else can you live next 
door to an Embassy? Where else can you be taught by poli- 
cymakers and Congressional advisors?” 

“This is no ordinary University,” Ronald Reagan concluded. 
“It is a special experience to teach and study here.” 

The Bottom Line 

To say that the financial reports coming in from the world of 
higher education these days are almost uniformly bad and 
occasionally disastrous is no exaggeration. For me personal- 
ly, the fact that the George Washington University has been 
able to achieve fiscal stability in times so challenging is 
deeply satisfying.

But it is appropriate to quote briefly here from 
that section: 


We developed innovative approaches to enhancing student services, 
strengthening administrative and operational controls, and improv- 
ing resources allocation strategies. While the full impact of many of 
our efforts is several years away, the financial results of the past year 
are evidence that we have established a strong foundation as we enter 
the last decade of this century. For example. ...Our cashflow position 
has improved significantly during FY 1991 owing largely to the 
improved management of Accounts Receivable by the Medical 
Center. The University has reached some significant milestones in our 
efforts to improve the way we admit and register students....In the 
face of declining [national] demographics, the University not only 
met its enrollment targets, but also increased the average SAT scores 
of incoming freshmen over prior years. The deployment of University 
resources in support of student-related objectives is demonstrated by 
a 24 percent increase in the student financial aid expenditures and a 
7 percent increase in the Instruction and Departmental Program 
expenditures. ...A number of organizational changes made during FY 
1991 have positioned the University for improved financial planning, 
budgeting, accountability, and controls.... The University’s total fund 
balance, comprised of the current, endowment, plant, and loan fund 
balances, is now at $377 million. 

In a world that has become a mine-field for presidents, 
prime ministers, multinational corporations, banks, local 
businesses, universities, four-year colleges, state employees, 
our neighbors and each and every one of our selves, there is 
little danger that we will allow this positive fiscal picture to 
lure us into the great error of the 1980s: a “boom” mentali- 
ty so delirious that it spends itself right over the unexpected, 
never-planned-for cliff to join the commercial wreckage in 
the gully far below. We who want to see our good luck con- 
tinue will see to it that - especially where expenditures are 
concerned - GW continues its good sense, too.

FACULTY WORKS 


Universities traditionally have been under the dual obliga- 
tion both to transmit the best of what is known to date and 
to contribute to the creation of new and/or more reliable 
knowledge. The primary agents of that double enterprise of 
education and research are of course the faculty. Increasingly 
in recent years, the faculty of our institution have demon- 
strated that it is indeed possible to sustain GW’s longstand- 
ing commitment to excellence in teaching while attaining 
new levels of distinction in research as well. The range of the 
faculty’s creative scholarship can also be read as a display of 
the wealth of fields of study available to our students; such 
is the reciprocity between research and teaching. 

“Productivity” is a measure that must be applied with 
subtlety and differentially in academic life, but the bibliogra- 
phy that follows is prima facie evidence of the scholarly pro- 
ductivity of our faculty. Each faculty member was invited to 
submit the title of only one of his of her works done in the 
last year. Had we permitted them to turn in the full invento- 
ry of their works produced in that period, the roster that fol- 
lows would have become a volume in itself. This record 
should be a source of pride to all members of the university 
and to its friends.

FINANCIAL HIGHLIGHTS 


Fiscal Year 1991 marked the beginning of a decade of change 
for The George Washington University. In the face of the glob- 
alization of the world markets and activities, we continued to 
place an emphasis on establishing our position as a premier 
institution - both nationally and world-wide. The enhance- 
ment of our international programming and recruitment was 
facilitated by our strong financial structure and our continued 
commitment to improving the quality of both our academic 
programming and our student body. 

During the past year, we began to identify and address the 
many exciting challenges we are to face as we continue to 
improve our current financial and academic position. We took 
the first steps toward the creation of a more effective business 
and financial infrastructure to sustain and extend the growth 
and development of the University and Medical Center. As 
part of this effort, we developed innovative approaches to 
enhancing student services, strengthening administrative and 
operational controls and improving resource allocation strate- 
gies. While the full impact of many of our efforts is several 
years away, the financial results of the past year are evidence 
that we have established a strong foundation as we enter the 
last decade of this century. For example: 

• The University and Medical Center current fund balances 
both finished in a positive position for the first time since 
1981. 

• During FY 1991 the Medical Center increased its revenues 
by $7 million and reduced its expenses by $4 million as a 
result of staff reductions and cost containment in patient care, 
maintenance and administrative support. 

• Our cashflow position has improved significantly during 
FY 1991 owing largely to the improved management of 
Accounts Receivable by the Medical Center. 

• The University has reached some significant milestones in 
our efforts to improve the way we admit and register students. 
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This accomplishment has eliminated long lines and student 
confusion and is the first step towards touch tone registration. 

• In the face of declining demographics, the University not 
only met its enrollment targets, but also increased the average 
SAT scores of incoming freshman over prior years. 

• The deployment of University resources in support of student- 
related objectives is demonstrated by a 24 percent increase in stu- 
dent financial aid expenditures and a 7 percent increase in the 
Instruction and Departmental Program expenditures. 

• The Virginia Campus was substantially completed in July 
1991 and the building was dedicated in the Fall of 1991, in a 
continuing effort to attract the non-traditional student to 
George Washington University and to strengthen the link 
between it and the business community. 

• The University and Medical Center have made a major 
commitment in improving the administrative and academic 
computing systems. This activity will increase our efficiency 
and effectiveness in providing student services and in manag- 
ing the accounting, budgeting and fiscal planning process. 

• A number of organizational changes made during FY 1991 
have positioned the University for improved financial plan- 
ning, budgeting, accountability and controls. 

OPERATING PERFORMANCE 

The sound operational performance of the last several years 
continued this year. Total operating revenues for FY 1991 
were $516 million, a 4.6 percent increase from the previous 
year. In contrast, current expenses amounted to $493 million, 
an increase of only 2.2 percent. 

This year marks the first time since 1981 that both the 
University and the Medical Center have achieved positive cur- 
rent fund balances. Since June 30, 1988, the University’s current 
fund balance has grown $7 million, of which $5.5 million is 
unrestricted current fund growth. Likewise, the Medical Center, 
is now on track towards realizing its three-year goal of return-

ing to a positive financial position. This year alone, the Medical 
Center’s operating results improved by over 60 percent as a 
result of curtailed spending and effective resource management. 


The deployment of resources in support of those student- and 
patient-related activities that directly support the missions of 
the institution is even more 
imperative in today’s competi- 
tive environment. For the 
University, that deployment 
has resulted in a 27.5 percent 
increase in expenditures asso- 
ciated with academic pro- 
gramming and student services 
and a 14 percent increase in 
sponsored research since 
1989. In contrast, over that 
same period, the growth of 
institutional overhead showed 
a more modest increase of 10 
percent in both the administration and maintenance and oper- 
ations of plant functions. 

The implementation of similar strategies has proved fruitful to 
the Medical Center in improving its financial position. Areas of 
major expense are being examined and adjusted accordingly as

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part of a hospital operations review initiated this year. The 
short-term results of this exercise have been promising. Over 
the past year, current spending associated with operations and 
maintenance of plant and administration and support func- 
tions has decreased by over 9 percent.

Another measure of the 
University’s health is the con- 
tinued growth of its total 
fund balance. The George 
Washington University total 
fund balance, comprised of 
the current, endowment, 
plant and loan fund balances, increased by $9 million over the 
past year to a level of $377 million.

Current Fund 

Cash and temporary investments increased by over $9 million 
from FY 1990 reflecting the improved management of current 
funds. As a result of improved collection efforts. Accounts 
Receivable were down by $7 million over that same period. 
Hospital and Clinic Receivables, with a decrease of $6 million, 
represented the majority of that improvement. Of particular 
merit is the positive trend over the past three years in the

Endowment Fund 

Endowment funds are invested in order to provide continuing 
sources of income in support of the purposes for which the funds 
were originally created. Assets of the endowment funds had a 
book value of $209 million at June 30, 1991, reflecting an 
increase of $7 million or 3.4 percent over the previous year. This 
year’s increased book value represents a doubling of the gifts to 
the endowment fund from $2.3 million in FY 1990 to $4.6 mil- 
lion in FY 1991. Market values of the endowment fund (net of 
liabilities) increased from $270 million at June 30, 1990, to 
$279 million at June 30, 1991, representing a 3 percent increase 
in market values for the fiscal year. 

GW’s endowment funds are comprised of permanent endow- 
ment funds and funds functioning as endowment (the “quasi- 



endowment”). Since June 30, 1988, the quasi-endowment has 
grown 27 percent, and now represents 75 percent of the total 
endowment fund. 

Plant Fund 

In compliance with the pronouncements of the Financial 
Accounting Standards Board (FASB), the University recorded 
depreciation for the first time in FY 1991. Although this con- 
vention reduced the book 
value of our fixed assets in 
our plant and endowment 
funds, it had no effect on the 
market value of our real 
estate assets which continued 
to grow at a rate of 5 percent 
to an assessed value of $807 
million. 

Over the past five years the 
market value of our real 
estate has increased a total of 
48 percent. 

As of June 30, 1991, our 
long-term debt was $186 million. This represents a decline of 
almost $9 million from the prior year. 

FINANCIAL CHALLENGES AHEAD 

Over the next decade, GW will be presented with many new 
challenges as it strengthens its position in the global markets 
and establishes its position as a premier institution. These chal- 
lenges will require a willingness to take calculated risks and a 
resourcefulness in managing a changing environment. 
Academic, facility and financial planning will play a significant 
role in achieving these goals and in facilitating The George 
Washington University’s assessment of opportunities and risks. 


Real Property Values 
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Our work has already begun in developing a systematic multi- 
year budgeting and planning process for the University and 
Medical Center that speaks to the creation of a more coordi- 
nated and consistent process. We have already tightened our 
belt and are focusing our available funds towards those areas 
that directly support our institutional mission - educating and 
servicing students, undertaking research and providing quality 
patient care. Our efforts must continue on many other fronts 
including: increasing our endowment, improving our ability to 
provide increased financial assistance to both undergraduate 
and graduate students, improving our funding in the areas of 
research and addressing our capital improvement require- 
ments necessary to modernize the Medical Center. 

These are just a few of the challenges that lie before us. We 
welcome these challenges as a University community and 
acknowledge that our aspiration to meet the 21st century as a 
great institution depends on meeting them successfully.
